Due to the large number to be sold, the sale will start promptly 
at 12:30 p. m. Central Standard Time on Saturday, May 2, 1953. Sale will be 
held at the Clay County Fair Grounds, Spencer, lowa. The Fair Grounds is located 
in the Northwest part of Spencer, 4 blocks west of U. 8. Highways No. 71 and No. 
18. Spencer is on the main line of the Milwaukee Railroad. 


TRANSPORTATION — The sale headquarters will be at the Hotel Tangney, 
Spencer, Iowa. Accordingly, we suggest that those travelling from a distance 
should make reservations in advance. Also, several first class motels are avail- 
able. For those arriving by plane, arrangements can be made to meet Braniff Airline 
flights either at Sioux City, Iowa, or Sioux Falls, So.

The herd was started by their parents forty-five years ago and has been built 
on a sound footing. The foundation females had been selected for individuality and 
the best of Scotch pedigrees. Bulls of the highest caliber and best of breeding 
were used. 


However, it required the combined energy and initiative of Homer, Floyd and 
Arlan to develop the potentialities of this sound foundation. 


Thus, when they had the good fortune to purchase GOLDFINDER’S CHAMPION 
that went on to win the Grand Championship of the 1941 International, the herd 
was ready for just such a sire. When the first calves were shown the reports of 
Clausen Brothers winnings at major fairs and shows began to appear. The sale 
reports of top sales began to chronicle the top prices they received. Top breeders 
were anxious to obtain seed stock from a herd that produced champions and tops 
under average farm conditions, and were bred, fed, exhibited and sold by their 
breeders. In 1946 they showed an International Grand Champion and in 1947 a 
Reserve Champion Female by this great sire.

Again they showed this 
bull at the National, Eastern National and International shows, and he was the 
undefeated Grand Champion in all three. Used on the Goldfinder’s Champion fe- 
males this bull has sired many tops and winners. Their equally great records 
are described through the information and footnotes in this catalog. Also, this great 
Champion will pass through the auction ring, and fortunate indeed will be the 
successful high bidder on this great bull. 


Truly this is the dispersion of the year, and the once-in-a-lifetime opportunity. 
Herd bulls such as these cannot be bought every day, and where also would you be 
able to bid on uniform groups of females such as the 24 daughters of Goldfinder’s 
Champion, and 17 daughters of Killearn Max Juggler, both sires that were Interna- 
tional Champions. 


If you will study the footnotes you will realize that the descriptions are factual 
production records and not just glowing attributes of the writer. Clausen Bros. have

TERMS AND CONDITIONS 


1. The terms of this sale are cash. Each animal will be at purchaser’s risk as 
soon as bid off, but will not be delivered until settlement has been made. Cattle will 
be cared for and loaded on cars or trucks free of charge but at the purchaser’s 


risk of loss or injury. 


2. All cattle are absolutely healthy in every respect and will have passed 
the tuberculosis and Bangs disease tests within thirty days of the sale. Health 
certificates will be furnished where required to ship into any state or territory. 


Calfhood vaccination has been practiced for many years in the herd. 


3. Certificate of registry with transfers entered and recorded in the buyer's 
name will be furnished with each lot sold and an application will be furnished for 


every calf at foot and every calf carried in dam. 


4. The Clausen Herd is backed by an enviable reputation gained through good 
management and honest business practices. The pedigrees are correct and the 


cattle are healthy. 


Nearly every cow in the herd either has a calf at foot or shows every evidence 
of being well forward in calf. As this is a dispersion sale, no guarantee will be 
given except in the case of the senior herd bull, Killearn Max Juggler. The owners 
will guarantee Killearn Max Juggler to be a breeder if he is not allowed to run with 
the herd and if he is maintained in as good condition as when purchased. In case 
he fails to prove a breedér, notice must be given within six months of the date of 
the sale. The purchase price, without interest, will be refunded in case Killearn Max 


Juggler fails to meet the guarantee and the disposal of this animal will be at the 
option of the seller. 


5. The above terms constitute a joint contract between Clausen Bros., the sell- 
ers, and the buyer of each lot. Neither the Sale Manager nor the person delegated as 


Clerk assumes any liability, legal or otherwise. 


6. Although we will use every precaution to provide for the comfort and 
safety of our guests, all persons who attend this sale do so at their own risk and the 


owners assume no liability, legal or otherwise, for any accidents that may occur. 


It was a hard decision for each one of us, individually, and collectively, to 
finally decide to disperse our Shorthorn herd. 


We love Shorthorns, and Shorthorns have been good to us. Ours has been a 
family project from the time our parents bought their first registered Shorthorns 
forty-five years ago, to the time we three brothers took over the herd in the thirties, 
and on through to the present time. 


However, in the natural course of events as partnerships become more involved 
under present day problems of operation, we find it necessary, and for the best 
interests of all involved, to dissolve our partnership which has been a long, happy, 
and successful one. 


This brings up the problems of our Shorthorns. The reputation, show and pro- 
duction records of so many of these animals are such that it is nearly impossible 
to arrive at a true and fair value of these for division purposes. 


Therefore, for the sake of business necessity, it is our regrettable lot to leave 
the ranks of Shorthorn breeders for the time being, although it is our fond hope that 
someday we may be back. 


We disperse this herd with the hope and confidence that these superb cattle 
in the hands of leading Shorthorn cattlemen throughout the nation will continue 
their contribution toward the improvement of the breed. 


In regard to the herd, we regret to see our champion sires and our great 
brood cows that have produced so many of our champions go. Also, we hate to 
part with the beautiful young females we had intended to place in the breeding 
herd. We will miss our Fairy Queens, Marigolds, Augustas, Claras, Barmpton Leafs, 
Princess Royals and other great producing families. 


The herd has been very closely culled and is at the peak of production. A study 
of the catalog will show all the calves at foot, the cows and heifers right at calv- 
ing or safely settled wih long breeding dates. Those with shorter breeding dates 
have been examined by a competent veterinary. Periodic tests for T. B. and Bangs 
have been run on the herd which passed nearly 100% clean test just prior to 
cataloging, and another official test will be given within thirty days of the sale so 
health certificates to ship anywhere can be furnished. 


Due to the above careful selection, culling and testing, we ieel that nearly 
every animal carries its own guarantee. We do not wish to go into a lot of glowing 
descriptions because we feel that our records in all the major shows, and top sales 
is well enough known, and the factual information given in the footnotes is a true 


record in itself. 

Nevertheless, we sincerely believe that the herd is at it’s peak in quality and 
numbers, and this sale will present an opportunity for buyers to reap the benefit 
of years of constructive breeding. 

The type, ancestry and records of performance of nearly all these animals is 
such that it would have assured their permanent possession in our herd were it 
not necessary to disperse. 

We sincerely hope that all our many friends in the Shorthorn fraternity who 
it has been our pleasure to meet, and all our other friends and those interested
